west of Columbus. 


GUARANTEE—The quarantee recognized by the American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association 
will cover the cattle sold in this sale. All cattle are sold subject to a sixty-day retest for 
tuberculosis and health certificates will be furnished to enable them to be shipped into any state 
or territory. All cattle have been blood tested for Bang’s Disease and Tuberculosis within a 
period of thirty days prior to the sale. Bulls are guaranteed breeders if properly cared for and 
not allowed to run with the herd. If a bull fails to breed, he may be returned to the seller, if in 
as good condition as when bought and if after a test in the seller's herd he still fails to breed 
he will be replaced or the purchase money will be refunded.
